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The current examiner has reconsidered the restriction requirement and has 
decided to examine all of the claims now pending. 

Claims 16-49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In particular, applicant's use of the term "carbureted fuel" in the claims remains 
misleading despite the arguments presented in his last response. The independent 
claims are particularly misleading because they imply two different fuel flows for the first 
cylinders and this is not the case. Both the specification and the claims should be 
amended to eliminate these ambiguities. Further, claim 18 is currently dependent upon 
claim 15, which has been cancelled and claim 17 should include the word - - cylinder - - 
at the end of the claim. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 16,42, 48 and 49 are rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Bachle. 
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In particular, the fuel supply (30) pump (29) and injector (28) are clearly 
independent of the fuel supply going to the other five (first) cylinders. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 17 and 19 are 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bachle in 

view of Digeser. 

Bachle applies as noted and Digeses teaches reducing the fuel flow to the 
second cylinders to change the partial oxygen pressure, thereby making this a possible 
change to be used by Bachle since both are EGR return Diesel systems. 

Claims 32 and 45 are 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Bachle in 
view of Glassey. 

Bachle applies as noted and Glassey teaches the conventional use of a camshaft 
speed sensor in a diesel engine in order to compute fuel input into the cylinders.
